A. Walker, charged today 
t h a t Defense Secretary 
R o b e r t S. MacNamara 
dandered

of his troop education pro­ 
grams. 


He also told senators invest tg at 
mg alleged military muxxling that 
he had been made “a scapegoat of 
an unwritten policy of collabora­ 
tion and collusion w ith the interna, 
two a1 Communist conspiracy.** 
As Walker testified, George Lin­ 
coln Rockwell, head of the Amer­ 
ican Nazi party, and two of his 
followers were ejected from the 
premises for wearing Swastika 
buttons in their lapels. They were 
ushered from the hearing room 
and the Senate Office Building as 
well when they refused to remove 
the buttons. 
Walker, removed last year as 
head of the 24th Infantry Division 
in Germany, angrily condemned 
present Defense Department inter 
mat ion and education policies. 
He said civilian control of the 
military “has been perverted and 
extended into a commissar-like 
system of control at all major 
echelons'* 
Claims Danger Exist* 
“Behind

move to undermine our American 
way and convince the military 
that they must support collusion 
are individuals whose actions en 
danger the security of our coun 
try," he said.

We TakeALongLook 
At Bucks GOF Fight 


on Editorial 


What the outcome of the present power strug­ 
gle among leaders of the Bucks County Re­ 
publican Party will be must remain for the 
moment a matter of conjecture. 


Quite possibly there will be salutary re­ 
sults. Occasionally just such a free-wheeling 
squabble is needed (I) to awaken responsible 
leadership to rank-and-file dissatisfaction with 
mediocrity and complacency and (2) to force 
into party stewardship new minds, new faces, 
new ideas. 


If the GOP becomes a more vital force once 
the Primary skirmishing is done, and there is 
good possibility that it will, then the current 
feuding will have served excellent purpose. 


We require a strong Republican Party just 
as we need a Democratic Party of vigor. Where 
and when we have both the interest of neither 
good government nor the people suffers. 


A significant sidelight on this running feud 
is that it need not have happened in the first 
place. 


It probably would not have happened had the 
organization leadership reflected more political 
sagacity, frankness and honesty and less wishy­ 
washy and do-nothing timidity immediately 
following the Boyer case explosion in the early 
fall of I960. 


Chairman Boyer of the Board of County Com­ 
missioners, you recall, was accused of extor­ 
tion and related charges in connection with 
political contributions from Lower Bucks retail 
establishments on promise of immunity from 
Blue Law prosecution. He was tried and acquit­ 
ted. 


In a court of justice he was fully* exonerated. 
Before the bar of public opinion he was still 
guilty of political stupidity, if not political 
trickery. 


At the time the Courier-Times urged the Re­ 
publican organization to clean house and to 
make it dramatically clear to the people of 
Bucks County that party leadership, policy and 
purpose must stand above and beyond any pos­ 
sible smear of political suspicion, impropriety 
and chicanery 


This the organization declined to do, at least 
to the extent that its own intent was taken 
seriously by anyone. 


Later developments in the 1961 Primary to­ 
gether with its outcome together with increas­ 
ing personal bitterness among leadership fac­ 
tions over the issue of Boyerism have all added 
up to the present struggle between the socall­ 
ed organization, rationalizing and living with 
Boyer's strength as patronage czar, and the 
self-tabbed 
Republican Alliance, 
committed 
against Boyer and all that he politically repre­ 
sents. 


Oddly enough, the winner of this one will 
still have Boyer, like it or not. 


As chairman of the commissioners, he sits 
on top of the patronage barrel. He does not 
need the cooperation of Republican Co-Commis­ 
sioner Bodley, which he has rarely had, because 
he has the full acquiescence of Democratic 
Commissioner Andrews, not at ail averse to 
being, as it happens, a key Democratic decis­ 
ion - maker in a Republican administration. 


Since patronage is the strength of any politi­ 
cal organization, the regular Bucks County 
leadership cannot as a matter of pure expe­ 
diency cut the Boyer tie, if indeed it has ever 
had any desire to do so. 


The Republican Alliance can aspire only to 
organization control 
without 
the patronage- 
muscle of command, hoping as it must that 
Boyerism will be neither an issue nor a factor 
after the November election of 1963. 


But the broad point we make is that this 
intra - party conflict is having the effect of 
alerting people to basic leadership questions 
and that when charges and counter-charges are 
done the rank-and-file voter himself may at 
long last have an influential say as to who is 
and who is not to guide the destiny of the GOP. 


Thus, the feuding may bring not unmixed 
blessing.

Delay Search 


High waters and a swift cur 
rent have continued to prevent 
rescuers from searching the Del 
aware River for missing fisher 
man Robert Simcox of Levittown 
The 33-year-old Simcox, who 
lived at 158 Indian Creek Drive 
has been presumed drowned since 
last seen four days ago when he 
feU from his eight-foot rowboat 
in the river near Washington 
Crossing Park. 


Searchers probed the river Sat 
urday and Sunday without sue 
cess before the river began rising 
near flood stage on Monday. Res 
cue operations had to be aban 
doned the past three days due to 
the rough waters. 
Walter S c u l l y , Washington 
Crossing Park police chief, said 
today that operations may not re­ 
sume for three or four days until 
the water level recedes.

about 4Vi mills. Such a salary 
schedule would raise the teach­ 
ers’ starting salary from $4,200 
annually to $4,500. It also would 
enable teachers to achieve their 
maximum scale in nine years in­ 
stead of the present 12. 
Annual Increments 
Without any increases salaries, 
t would require about two mills 
to meet the existing salary sched­ 
ule, which by state mandate, pro­ 
vides for increments between $200- 
i>300 annually for the teachers. 
For Improving Grounds 
Three mills of the preliminary 
Midget draft are earmarked for 
improving school grounds and 
buildings. This includes preventa­ 
tive maintenance on buildings, 
such as painting, and additional 
maintenance personnel, which the 
school directors feel is "sorely 
needed." 
Besides increasing teachers’ sa 
aries, the budget draft provides 
for administrative pay increases, 
including a $4,500 raise for Dis­ 
trict Superintendent Robert P 
Martin, and appointment of two 
assistant superintendents. 
Martin, who was named super 
intendent last July upon the resig­ 
nation of Dr. Guy F. Eberhart, is 
presently making $13,500. The 
budget draft calls for his salary 
to be $18,000. Dr. Eberhart was 
drawing $17,000 upon his resigna­ 
tion. 
Was Dethaas Principal 
Martin, who has been teaching 
or administering schools for 15 
years, was principal of Delhaas 
lHigh School for six years. 
The 
proposed 
administrative 
pay increases and added profes­ 
sional personnel, including read­ 
ing consultants and physical edu 
cation 
teachers 
in

comprise another two 
mills in the budget, Stout pointed 
out. 
A proposed standard evening 
school and the township's sum 
mer school program require ap­ 
proximately one mill to operate 
Additional millage will be need

Without Cost 


WASHINGTON tUPI) - Two 
contractors who allegedly pocketed 
$90.2 million in profits on Nike 
guided missile components which 
neither produced, collected addi­ 
tional profits of $7 million on 
other parts manufactured by a 
third company, senators were told 
today. 
Robert E. Dunne, a staff mem­ 
ber of Sen. John L. McClellan’s 
permanent investigations subcom­ 
mittee, said the $7 million batad 
to the Army by Western Electric 
Co. and Douglas Aircraft Co. 
were “pure profits." 
"There were no costs or ti- 
pense*;,’’ Dunne said. 
He identified two of the compo­ 
nents in question as van - sized 
trailers used to transport missiles 
and to 
store 
the 
electronic 
"brains." He said they were pro- 
duced by the Freuhauf Trailer 
Co. 
Broke OM Plea 
R.E. O'Dell, an industrial engi­ 
neer for Army ordnance, said the 
Army saved considerable money 
when it finally "broke out” of a 
an arrangement whereby Mike 
components 
were 
channeled 
through three contracts. 
By skipping Western Electric, 
the prime contractor, and Doug­ 
las, 
the 
major 
subcontractor, 
O’Dell said, the Army trimmed 
the price of missile transporter 
trailers from $12,000 to $10,700. 
In 1968, six years after the first 
contracts were let, the Afmy 
opened trailer procurement to 
nationwide competitive bidding, a 
step which reduced the price to 
$5,300, O’Dell said. 
By dropping the subcontract 
system, he testified, "we would 
not pay either Douglas or West­ 
ern Electric a profit.” 
Charges Triple Profits ‘ 
Dunne told the senators that 
triple profits on a single manu­ 
facturing operation seemed to be 
a built-in feature of the Army pro­ 
curement practices. 
In 1952, he said. Western Elec­ 
tric was given the prime Nike 
contract which eventually totaled 
$1.5 billion. The company manu­ 
factured radar, computers and 
other "brain" devices. It farmed

almost everything else la 
Douglas. 
Douglas manufactured the mis­ 
sile itself. It subcontracted for 
launcher - loaders with Consoli­ 
dated Western Steel and gave an­ 
other subcontract for trailers to 
house the "brain" components to 
Fniehauf. 
Dunne said the profit pyramid­ 
ing occurred because the prime 
and secondary contractors figured 
their profit not only as a per­ 
centage of "in house" production 
but also on the costs and profits 
of the third-layer subcontractors.
